EDITORS Kei-DULiciN:— Several refer- 


ences have been made recently to a hos- 
pital, proposed to be established In this 
city, and to be called the "St. Frances 
Hospital," and some thrusts have been 
made, at noubodg, suggesting to the most 
casual reader that the matter Is not with- 
out difficulties. 


As the writer of Uii« article understands 


the case, a certain denomination (the Ro- 
man Catholic), without consulting any- 
body, bought grounds and a house, and 
made various other provisions for a hos- 
pital, and then desired a meeting of the 
various churches to provide means for 
running said hospital. 


The question which has puzzled many 


mind* in regaid to the matter Is this: 
Why were not the citizen* generally, 
without regard to sect or creed, consulted 
at the Inclpicncy of the enterprise? 


As this name course, (the course sug- 


gested here), has been the occasion of 
lasting trouble and strife elsewhere, may 
t not be well in the present Instance, tak- 
ng counsel by experience, to "look be- 
fore we leap." 
Perhaps the matter is 


perfectly plain. It may be that the Cath- 
olic Church proposes donating these 
grounds, buildings, etc , to the city, and 
will ask no tpecial control of the hospital 
n any wny. But, ou the other hand, if 
that church i* to hold the legal claim to 
the property, and to furnish the principal, 
f not exclusive, internal management, 
then a number of grave questions arise.

EDITORS KBrcBLicAN:— Several refer- 


coces have been made recently to a hos- 
pital, proposed to be established In this 
city, and to be called the "St. Frances 
Hospital," and some thrusts have been 
made, at nmebody, luggestlngtotlie most 
casual reader that the matter is not with- 
out difficulties. 


As the writer of Uii« article understand* 


the case, a certain denomination (the Ro- 
man Catholic), without consulting any- 
body, bought ground* and a house, and 
made various other provisions for a hot,- 
pltal, and then desired a meeting of the 
various churches to provide means for 
running said hospital. 


The question which has puzzled many 


mind* in regaid to the matter Is this: 
Why were not the citizen* generally, 
without regard to sect or creed, consulted 
at the Inclpicncy of the enterprise? 


As this name course, (the course sug- 


gested here), has been the occasion of 
lasting trouble and strife elsewhere, may 
it not be well in the present Instance, tak- 
ng counsel by experience, to "look be- 
fore we leap." 
Perhaps the matter is 


perfectly plain. It may be that tbc Cath- 
olic Church proposes donating these 
grounds, buildings, etc , to the city, and 
will auk no fpecial control of the hospital 
n any wny. But, ou the other hand, if 
that church i* to hold tbe legal claim to 
tbo property, and to furnish the principal, 
f not exclusive, internal management, 
then a number of grave questions arise.
